Police actions 
questioned in 
prisoner’s death

Witness says man was 
handcuffed before 
Edmonton police 
used laser 


(Questions are being raised 
by a witness on how Edmon¬ 
ton police acted when they 
Tasered a prisoner who later 
died in hospital. 

Fellow inmate Mitch Cut- 
knife told reporters Thurs¬ 
day that Jeff Oatway was 
handcuffed and restrained 
on the floor when police 
zapped him at their down¬ 
town Edmonton headquar¬ 
ters on April 11.

Cutknife admitted he 
did not actually see police 
fire the electronic stun gun, 
but believes officers had no 
reason to use it in the first 
place. 

“He wasn’t harming any¬ 
body while he was hand¬ 
cuffed,” said Cutknife, 30, 
who is from Hobbema. “That 
wasn’t right.” 

Oatway, 34, was in a coma 
on life support and died two 
days later. Cutknife said he 
decided to go public when he 
found out about the death. 
He also filed a complaint of 
excessive force with the po¬ 
lice chief. 

Police have said Oatway 
had to be Tasered during a 
struggle with officers in a

detainee-management unit. 
They said he became vio¬ 
lent in an office, turned over 
desks and smashed comput¬ 
ers. About a dozen officers 
were called in to help. 

The Alberta Serious In¬ 
cident Response Team is re¬ 
viewing circumstances lead¬ 
ing up to the death. 

ASIRT’s executive direc¬ 
tor, Clif Purvis, said inves¬ 
tigators have secured sur¬ 
veillance videotapes from 
the cells area and are inter¬ 
viewing witnesses. 

“We will take all the 
steps to make sure that we 
accurately figure out what 
happened and when it hap¬ 
pened,” he said.

scrapped 

A $ 1.4-billion project to 
capture carbon-dioxide 
emissions from an Alberta 
coal plant and store them 
underground has been 
scrapped because the 
economics of the plan 
aren’t good enough, says 
TransAlta Corp., one of 
the companies backing 
the project. 

CEO Dawn Farrell said 
an initial study of Project 
Pioneer found the tech¬ 
nology works and that the 
capital costs were in line 
with expectations. 

However, there were 
not enough customers to 
buy the C02 to make it 
worth the Pioneer part¬ 
ners’ time and the price 
was not good enough. 

“You have to be able to 
use the carbon some¬ 
where and we couldn’t 
find enough places to use 
it to make the project 
work,” Farrell said in an 
interview. 

The idea was to sell 
some of carbon dioxide to 
nearby energy producers, 
who would inject the 
gas into their fields as a 
means to get more oil out 
of the ground. The emis¬ 
sions would have been 
prevented from entering 
the atmosphere. 

The federal and Alberta 
governments have been 
banking on CCS, or car¬ 
bon capture and storage, 
as a means to reduce the 
carbon footprint of the 
power-generation and oil 
and gas industries. 

Project Pioneer, which 
would have been connect¬ 
ed to the Keephills 3 coal 
plant west of Edmonton, 
received $779 million in 
backing from Ottawa and 
Edmonton. 

Enbridge Inc. and Cap¬ 
ital Power Corp. were the 
other companies behind 
the initiative.

Rave enforcement. 

Organizers say festival 
not a rave, though it’s 
being treated like one

Measures not usually taken 
will be for the Elements 
Music Festival, as Edmon¬ 
ton police will station drug- 
detection dogs at the North¬ 
lands Expo Centre. 

That will be comple¬ 
mented by higher EMS and 
EPS numbers than at other 
electronic music events, said 
Sgt. Nicole Chapdelaine of 
the public safety compliance 


team. 

“It’s like a 12,000-per¬ 
son bar at Northlands,” she 
said Thursday. “This will be 
a good baseline, I think, for 
everybody in the city.” 

The largest electronic 
music festival in Western 
Canada will run from 3 p.m. 
to 3 a.m. Friday and Satur¬ 
day, serving alcohol from 
5 p.m. to 12:30 a.m. 

Controversy has sur¬ 
rounded the event, labelled 
a massive rave by some, 
due to concerns over the 
mix of alcohol and drugs, 
which organizers find unfair. 

Organizers will pay 
$145,000 to cover police ser¬ 
vices. 

“Safety is our No. 1 pri¬ 
ority, so we’re happy to do 


these things for our clients,” 
said Justin Pandos, director 
of Connected Entertainment. 
“All we ask for is a level play¬ 
ing field. 

“We’ve overcome a lot of 
elements.” 

Boodang Canada’s Viet 
Nguyen understands stricter 
rules for after-hours events, 
but said this is in line with 
Beer Fest, the Edmonton 
Folk Festival and even sports 
games. 

“I don’t think any other 
promoters have to go 
through the type of tape 
we’ve had to go through,” he 
said. 

Neither organizer is cer¬ 
tain he would ever put on a 
similar event in Edmonton 
again. 


By the numbers

erate up to $20 million 
in revenue for the 
city, as 40 per cent 
of the tickets have 
been bought out of 
town.

High prices will no longer 
prevent interested Edmon¬ 
tonians from attending the 
Food in the City conference 
next month. 

On Thursday, the city re¬ 
vealed it has dropped the 
price from between $175 and 
$225 to $52.50 (including 
GST). 

“There was a response 
from the community that it 
was a bit expensive, and we 
wanted to be more inclusive 
and allow them to participate 
in a fuller way,” said Mary- 
Ann McConnell-Boehm, dir¬ 
ector of urban planning and 
development. 

“This is a conference, and 
educational opportunity, and 
opportunity to talk about 
urban agriculture,” she add¬ 
ed. 

The May 25 and 26 event at 
the Shaw Conference Centre 
includes a ke 3 mote speaker.

“Taste of Alberta” reception 
and buffet lunch, along with 
a first draft of the city’s long- 
awaited food and agricultural 
strategy, which will include 
information on increasing 
access to local food, includ¬ 
ing the possibility of allowing 
backyard chickens. 

The change in price main¬ 
ly stems from making the 
reception and lunch, which 
both feature locally sourced 
fare, optional at $42 and 
$26.25, respectively. 

Discussions about re¬ 
ducing the fee were prompt¬ 
ed by Conn. Dave Loken, and 
he was happy to share the 
news.

Activists vow to keep fightiiig for Lucy 
after Supreme Court refuses to hear case 


Animal-rights activists are con¬ 
sidering &eir next move after 
the Supreme Court of Canada 
ruled it will not get involved in 
a fight over a 36-year-old Asian 
zoo elephant. 

The high court on Thursday 
declined to hear an appeal by 
animal-rights groups that are 
trying to have Lucy moved from 
the city-owned Edmonton Val¬ 
ley Zoo to a warm wildlife sanc- 
tuaiy in the United States. 

People for the Ethical Treat¬ 


ment of Animals and Zoocheck 
wanted to challenge an Alberta 
Court of Appeal split decision 
last August that ruled against 
their application to sue the City 
of Edmonton over Lucy. 

“There are other options to 
take this case forward,” said ani¬ 
mal-rights activist Tove Reece. 

“They talk about how much 
they love Lucy and how much 
they care about her, and yet they 
don’t care enough about her to 
solve her medical problems.” 


A rally in front of Edmon¬ 
ton City Hall was already being 
planned for Friday by members 
from at least two animal-advo¬ 
cacy groups, including some 
protesters who have arMtis. 

Lucy has the disease, which 
her handlers say is normal for 
her age, and has suffered chron¬ 
ic foot issues. 

She also has a breathing 
problem that the zoo and city 
say would almost certainly be¬ 
come life-threatening amid the 


stress of a move. 

The city’s lawyer said the 
zoo’s long-term goal is not to 
house elephants, but it will con¬ 
tinue to look after Lucy and do 
what is in her best interests. 

“It’s time to let the people 
who work at the zoo, who care 
for Lucy, to do their job,” said 
Steven Phipps. 

“They’ve been doing it con¬ 
sistently for many years prior to 
this action.”

Future LRT noise to be 
focus of updated policy 


Noise nuisance.

“We know traffic noise is a reality in Edmonton. It’s 
a reality in all urban areas.” 

Audra Jones, director of sustainable transportation 
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Many things sprout in spring 
— iucluding traffic noise com¬ 
plaints. 

“People start to open their 


windows and spend more 
time out in the bacl^ard,” said 
Audra Jones, director of sustain¬ 
able transportation. “Our calls 
spike.” 

This spring though, the city 
is working to update its Urban 
Trafiic Noise Policy, in exist¬ 
ence since 1983, last updated 
in 2004. 


“I think the biggest change 
is going to be adding LRT noise 
m our policy,” said Jones, refer¬ 
ring to future at-grade expan¬ 
sions both south and west of 
downtown. 

Most noise comes from tires 
on pavement, while engine 
noise also contributes, but the 
LRT expansion will be along¬ 


side or on major roads more 
than it is now, adding to trafiic 
noise, said Jones. 

Public input was gathered 
from residents m those areas, 
along with others near Anthony 
Henday, Whitemud, Yellow- 
head and 75 Street, while an 
online survey was open to the 
general pubhc imtil last week. 

Noise walls, plentiful in 
some areas, are not always the 
answer, which is why urban 
and land use planning are key 
to keep updating, said Jones. 

Recommended updates 
will be brought to city coimcil 
injime.

Norway. Thousands 
gather in public 
squares to honour 
those killed in 2011 
massacre 


They gathered by the tens 
of thousands, aiming to face 
down terror with the power 
of music. 

Inspired by a Facebook-or- 
ganized protest, Norwegians 
flocked to public squares 
across the country Thursday, 
ignored the drenching rain 
and lifted their voices in song. 

Their target: far-right fan¬ 
atic Anders Behring Breivik, 
now on trial for a bomb-and- 
shooting rampage that killed 
77 people. Their weapon: a 
children’s tune that he claims 
has been used to brainwash 
the country’s youth into sup¬ 
porting immigration. 

Defiant sing-alongs of Chil¬ 
dren of the Rainbow were 
staged in Oslo and other ma¬ 
jor Norwegian cities, while 
in court survivors of Breivik’s 
attacks gave tearful testimony 
in the ninth day of his trial. 

In downtown Oslo alone, 
some 40,000 people chimed 
in as Norwegian artist Lilleb- 
joern Nilsen played the song 


— a Norwegian version of 
American folksinger Pete See- 
ger’s My Rainbow Race. 

In testimony last week, 
Breivik mentioned the tune 
as an example of how he be¬ 
lieves cultural Marxists have 
infiltrated Norwegian schools 
and weakened its society. 

Later, the crowd marched 
to the Oslo courthouse, where 
they laid a carpet of red and 
white roses on the steps and 
the fence. 

Reached at home in Bea¬ 
con, N.Y., the 92-year-old See- 
ger told The Associated Press 
he had heard about the mass 
gathering from Nilsen, who 
called him Thursday morning. 

“I said, ‘Oh, that’s won¬ 
derful,”’ Seeger said. “It’s a 
tremendous honour, really. 
One of the greatest honours 
a songwriter could have is to 
have a song of theirs sung in 
another country.” 

Shocked by Breivik’s lack 
of remorse for the massacre, 
Norwegians by and large have 
decided the best way to con¬ 
front him is by demonstrating 
their commitment to every¬ 
thing he loathes. Instead of 
raging against the gunman, 
they have manifested their 
support for tolerance and 
democracy.

A suicide bomber and a 
man armed with explosives 
attacked two Nigerian news¬ 
paper offices on Thursday, 
killing seven people and 


wounding at least 26. The 
radical Islamic sect Boko 
Haram claimed responsibil¬ 
ity.

Pakistan’s Supreme Court 
convicted the prime minis¬ 
ter of contempt on Thurs¬ 
day but handed him a sym¬ 
bolic sentence of less than a 
minute’s detention, allowing 
him to leave the building 
surrounded by cheering sup¬ 
porters and still in power. 

The ruling against Prime 
Minister Yousuf Raza Gilani 
triggered renewed political 
turmoil and could lead to 
his dismissal in the coming 
months. 

The tensions risk con¬ 
suming a government al¬ 
ready burdened with major 
economic and security chal¬ 
lenges. 


The latest twist in a long- 
running saga came as an 
American envoy arrived in 
the country to kick-start 
negotiations over Washing¬ 
ton’s broken but vital alli¬ 
ance with Pakistan. 

Gilani was charged with 
contempt for his refusal to 
pursue a long, dormant cor¬ 
ruption case against his pol¬ 
itical master. President Asif 
Ali Zardari. The court could 
have sent him to prison for 


six months and ordered his 
immediate dismissal from 
office, but appeared to blink 
first in what has been a 
bruising standoff. 

The parliamentary speak¬ 
er and election commission 
must now decide whether 
the conviction is reason to 
dismiss Gilani as a lawmaker, 
and hence as prime minister, 
a procedure that could take 
up to four months.

Media allegations widen 
Secret Service sex scandal

The Secret Service acknow¬ 
ledged Thursday it is inves¬ 
tigating whether its em¬ 
ployees hired strippers and 
prostitutes in advance of 
President Barack Obama’s 
visit last year to El Salvador. 
The disclosure came hours 
after the Homeland Security 
secretary assured skeptical 
senators that a separate pros¬ 
titution scandal in Colombia 
appeared to be an isolated 
incident. 

A spokesman for the 
Secret Service, Edwin Don¬ 
ovan, said the agency was 
investigating allegations 

raised in news reports about 
unprofessional behaviour 
that have emerged in the 
aftermath of the prostitution 
scandal in Colombia. The 
latest, by Seattle television 
station KIRO-TV, quoted an¬ 
onymous sources as saying 


that Secret Service employ¬ 
ees received sexual favours 
from strippers at a club in 
San Salvador and took pros¬ 
titutes to their hotel rooms 
ahead of Obama’s visit there 
in March 2011. 

Prostitution is legal in 
both Colombia and El Salva¬ 
dor. 

Separately, The Washing¬ 
ton Post earlier this week 
cited unnamed “confidants” 
of the Secret Service officers 
implicated in the Colombia 
scandal saying senior man¬ 
agers tolerated similar be¬ 
haviour during official trips. 


It described a visit to Bue¬ 
nos Aires in 2009 by former 
president Bill Clinton, whose 
protective detail it said in¬ 
cluded agents and uniformed 
officers. During that trip, the 
Post said, members of the de¬ 
tail went out for a late night 
of partying at strip clubs. 

White House spokesman 
Jay Carney said he doubted 
that President Barack Obama 
was aware of the allegations 
from El Salvador when he 
was briefed by Secret Service 
director Mark Sullivan last 
week in the Oval Office.

The public memorial was 
held at the Woodstock barn 
where Helm held his Satur¬ 
day night Midnight Ramble 
concerts in New York’s Hud¬ 
son Valley. His closed casket 
was surrounded by flowers 
and flanked by his drum kit 
and a piano. 

Friends, neighbours and 
fans filed silently past the cof¬ 
fin, which was on the second 


floor of the barn and set 
against a backdrop of a family 
photo slide-show. 

Mourners — a crowd of 
mostly middle-aged people 
with a smattering of aging 
hippies and a few young 
people — were quietly en¬ 
couraged to keep the line 
moving. Some carried 
flowers, and a few pressed 
handkerchiefs to their faces. 

After a private funeral Fri¬ 
day, Helm will be buried in 
Woodstock Cemeteiy next 


to Rick Danko, The Band’s 
singer and bassist who died 
in 1999.

William Hague took the 
unusual step of publicly in¬ 
sisting Thursday, that a U.K.

In a letter to Parliament’s 
Foreign Affairs Select Com¬ 
mittee, Hague said he 
was breaking conventions 
which usually prevent min¬ 
isters from commenting 
on the identities of intel¬ 
ligence officials amid con¬ 
tinuing speculation around 
the mysterious death of Neil 
He 3 ^ood, whose body was 
found Nov. 15 at a moun- 
taintop hotel in the south¬ 
western city of Chongqing. 

He 3 m^ood had close ties 
to Bo Xilai, a Chinese polit¬ 
ical high-flier whose career 
has been derailed by the 
death. Bo was removed as 
Chongqing’s Party Secretary 
on March 15 and has been 
suspended as a Politburo 
member amid questions 
over whether he tried to 
abuse his power to quash an

investigation into his wife 
and a household employee 
over the Briton’s death. 

Though authorities in 
China initially had said 
He 3 ^ood died from either 
excess drinking or a heart 
attack, they have since 
opened a new investigation 
and named Bo’s wife Gu 
Kailai as a suspect in the 
purported murder of the 
Briton. 

Lawmakers had writ¬ 
ten to Hague asking him to 
clarify whether He 3 mrood 
had worked with British 
intelligence “either on a 
formal or informal basis.” It 
followed reports in Britain 
that He 3 ^ood had carried 
out work with Hakluyt, a 
consultancy founded by a 
former British spy. 
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Saudi Arabia. Bin Laden’s 
widows deported 


Pakistani authorities deported 
Osama bin Laden’s three wid¬ 
ows and his children to Saudi 
Arabia early Friday, less than 
a week before the first an¬ 
niversary of the unilateral 
American raid that killed the 
al-Qaida leader in his hideout 
in a military town. 

The departure of the 
family closed another chap¬ 
ter in an affair that cemented 
Pakistan’s reputation as a hub 
of Islamist extremism and 
cast doubt on its trustworthi¬ 
ness as a Western ally In Feb¬ 
ruary, authorities bulldozed 
the large compound where 
bin Laden had lived in the 
northwestern garrison town 
of Abbottabad. 

The U.S. commandos took 
bin Laden’s body, which they 
later buried at sea, but left his 
family behind. His wives and 
children were detained by 
Pakistani authorities immedi¬ 


ately after the pre-dawn raid 
on May 2, 2011. 

Two of the widows are 
from Saudi Arabia, and the 
third is from Yemen. 

They were interrogated by 
Pakistani intelligence agents 
and eventually charged last 
month with illegally entering 
and living in the country. The 
three wives and two adult 
daughters were convicted and 
sentenced to 45 days in pris¬ 
on. Their prison term, which 
was spent at a well-guarded 
house in Islamabad, ended 
earlier this month. 

Soon after midnight 
Thursday, a van took the 
women and children from 
the house in the centre of the 
capital, Islamabad, en route 
to the airport. Officials cov¬ 
ered the vehicle with sheets 
to prevent photographers 
from taking their pictures.

Having said 
that, they also weigh down 
the midsection of the mov¬ 
ie. Luckily this isn’t Kristen 
Bell, or worse yet, Katherine 
Heigl and any other Standard 
Romantic Male Lead™, but 
Blunt and Segel. They are the 
engine that keeps the movie 
moving forward. They are 
helped not only by Posehn, 
but also Community’s Alison 
Brie, who is a scene-stealer. 
Watching her and Blunt have 
a grown-up conversation in 
Muppet voices is worth the 
long mnning time. 


MB: Almost, but not quite. The 
five-year engagement should 
not feel like it’s spooling out in 
real time. The Muppet scene is 
priceless.

The imi- 
versity researchers made me 
laugh, mostly due to Kevin 
Hart, Mindy Kaling and Randall 
Park.

RC: It could have used some 
trimming, but for me it suc¬ 
ceeds not because it follows 
Rules of Rom-Coms™ but be¬ 
cause it doesn’t. 

MB: And the liberal use of 
Van Morrison tunes nudges 
this one over into the plus 
column for me.

There’s no ‘I’ in team 
...or The Avengers 



Ego check. Robert 
Downey Jr.’s Tony Stark 
has to learn to play 
nice with all the 
other superheroes 


Billionaire genius Tony Stark 
had to learn to play well with 
others in The Avengers after 
two Iron Man films where he 
was the main attraction. 

So did Robert Downey Jr., 
though his path to superhero 
team player came without the 
fisticuffs and rivalries that Stark 
stumbles into with his fellow 
Avengers, who beat up on one 
another a bit before they figure 
out how to work as a group. 

Downey’s had a long time to 
get ready for something beyond 
his close-up in the solo outings 
as Stark, the Marvel Comics 
superhero in a metal suit. The 
idea that Downey would be¬ 
come part of an ensemble of 
heroes was teased at the end 
of the first Iron Man, with 
Avengers producer and Marvel 
Studios boss Kevin Feige steer¬ 
ing such follow-ups as Thor 
and Captain America: The First 


Avenger toward that aim. 

“I had five years to prepare 
myself, because Kevin Feige 
and the Marvel team had been 
saying that it was kind of head¬ 
ing toward this,” Downey said. 

Opening May 4, The Aven¬ 
gers casts Samuel L. Jackson as 
Nick Fuiy, head of peacekeep¬ 
ing agency S.H.I.E.L.D., which 
roimds up a dream team of 
good guys (Downey’s Iron Man, 
Scarlett Johansson’s Black Wid¬ 
ow, Chris Hemsworth’s Thor, 
Chris Evans’ Captain America, 
Mark Ruffalo’s Incredible Hulk 
and Jeremy Renner’s Hawkeye) 


to battle Thor’s evil brother 
(Tom Hiddleston). 

While it’s an all-star cast, 
Downey’s the mega-star. But 
unlike the diva moments 
among Stark and some of the 
other alpha dogs of the Aven¬ 
gers, there was no big-footing 
among the performers, accord¬ 
ing to the actors and director 
Joss Whedon. 

“Personally, the Iron Man 
series so far has always been 
about making space for others 
and collaborating,” Downey 
said.

It’s all been leading up to 
this: Four years after Iron 
Man — with The Incredible 
Hulk, Iron Man 2, Thor and 
Captain America in between 
— The Avengers assembles 
Marvel’s team of superheroes 
into the summer’s most jam- 
packed blockbuster. 

Written and directed by 
Buffy creator Joss Whedon, 
the film finds our heroes 
united, trading barbs while 
battling Loki, the superbad- 
die from Thor. We asked 
each member to reflect on 
the making of the film, and 
check in with some of the 
supporting cast, too. 

Captain America Chris Evans 
on his role in the team: 

I give all these orders. It’s like, 
‘Hulk, you do this impossible 
thing. Thor, you bottleneck a 
portal, and Iron Man, you fly 
over here — and I’ll take the 
stairs’ (laughs). 

But who would Evans trade 
places with if he could? 

See, I want to say Iron Man 
because I love those mov¬ 
ies. But who can do it better. 


you know what I mean? You 
think the shoes would be too 
big to fill. 

Thor Chris Hemsworth on 
being a graceful Norse god: 

I have one [fight] scene where 
I was on the wire — because 
I hadn’t learned to fly yet — 


and I was supposed to come 
down and land on a cliff. I 
was supposed to land, step 
and have a conversation. 
The first couple of takes, I 
just face-planted into the 
dirt. Very ungraceful and un- 
superhero-like. 


Mark Buffalo on taking on 
the mantle of The Incred¬ 
ible Hulk character (he’s the 
third actor to play this role 
in a decade): 

It was terrifjdng. I knew what 
my responsibility was, or 
I felt it just by making the 


mistake of going online and 
reading some of the fanboy 
responses to the announce¬ 
ment that I was pla3dng the 
next version of Bruce Ban¬ 
ner. And that was a mistake. 
I will never do that again. But 
I never had a role more scru¬ 


tinized and criticized before I 
even shot a single frame. 

Iron Man Robert Downey 
Jr. on not going it alone 
anymore: 

I remember I would get nerv¬ 
ous about [the idea of pair¬ 
ing up the superheroes] and 
excited about it and doubtful 
of it. By the time Chris and 
Chris had launched their in¬ 
dividual franchises with suc¬ 
cess and charisma, and by the 
time we had Mark, I was like, 
wow. So just being a worker 
among workers is kind of 
where I started out and it 
was nice to not have to really 
have to carry a movie. And 
everyone was really, really, 
really equal in this venture. 
Hawkeye Jeremy Renner 
on how surreal it was to 
assemble the team for the 
tirst time: 

I think it’s just getting all of 
the actors in one room all in 
costume — it was like Hal¬ 
loween. I was friends with 
them as humans, and now 
they’re dressed up like silly 
people. When everybody was 
together, that was the most 
memorable. And creepy and 
funny. Getting to play with 
Thor’s hammer while he 
stroked my bow. Oh here we 
go, that’s going to be great. 
That’s going to get me in 
trouble. 

Nick Fury Samuel L. Jackson 
on being the straight man 
(unsurprisingly, he didn’t 
love it): 

I kept wanting to say [to 
Thor], ‘I don’t come your 
world to blow s— up,’ but 
they won’t let me say it!

It was just a few years ago 
that John Paul White — now 
one-half of the gritty Amer¬ 
icana duo the Civil Wars — 


was ready to surrender his 
music career. 

White had released his 
debut solo record to little 
fanfare in 2008 and toiled for 
years prior as a songwriting 
hired gun in Nashville who 
had made few contacts and 
fewer industry inroads. 

So he decided to head 
back to college for a second 
degree, with an eye toward 
possibly becoming a teacher. 

“I knew I didn’t really 
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want to do the solo artist 
thing an 3 miore, and I had no 
other thoughts of any other 
kind of way of sta 3 dng in the 
business,” White recalled dur¬ 
ing an interview this week in 
Toronto. 

“I thought, I had my run. 
I got to do what most people 
never get to do, and that was 
make music for a living. So I 
was slightly bitter that things 
didn’t turn out the way I 
wanted them to, but I was 
content and I was OK with it.” 

It was then that White was 
paired up with another strug¬ 
gling Nashville-based artist 
with nearly a decade of false 
starts behind her. 

Joy Williams had put out 
solo records in obscurity 
since 2001 when she was ran¬ 
domly paired with White in a 
songwriting session. 

Both artists entered the 
collaboration with a weary 
skepticism honed through 
years of go-nowhere pairings 


and projects in the country 
music capital. 

But they hit it off as artists 
and friends. 

The unlikely coupling — 
neither Williams nor V\^ite 
had been interested in form¬ 
ing a band, let alone a duo — 
has led to even more unlikely 
success. 

Under the appropriately 
backward-looking moniker 
the Civil Wars, Williams and 
White put out their debut 
album. Barton Hollow — a 
sparse, elegantly subtle col¬ 
lection of rustic roots tunes 
— back in Feb. 1, 2011. 

Almost exactly a year 
later, the pair strolled across 
the Grammy Awards stage to 
claim trophies for best folk 
album and best country duo/ 
group performance, dispar¬ 
ate categories hinting at the 
group’s uniquely difficult-to- 
classify blend of styles and 
genres.

The Saskatchewan 
Roughriders still own the 
first pick of the 2012 CFL 
Canadian college draft.

The New York Rangers are 
likely more relieved than 
ecstatic now that they have 
outlasted the pesky Ottawa 
Senators. 

It wasn’t easy, and after a 
home loss in Game 5, it al¬ 
most wasn’t hkely. But the 
Eastern Conference’s top- 
seeded team gutted out a big 
road win and then made it 
count Thursday night when 
the Rangers held off the Sen¬ 
ators 2-1 in Game 7 to ad¬ 
vance to the second round.

Defencemen Marc Staal 
and Dan Girardi scored 4:18 
apart in the second period, 
Henrik Lundqvist made 26 
saves and the Rangers elimin¬ 
ated the eighth-seeded Sen¬ 
ators — completing a rally 
from a 3-2 hole after losing 


Game 5. 

“We were talking about 
it in Ottawa that if we could 
bring it back here, the fans 
would be behind us,” Girardi 
said. “The way we play all 
year got us ready for games 
like this. We came with a 
great effort (in Ottawa) and 
another one tonight.” 

Staal broke the scoreless 
deadlock, and Girardi gave 
the Rangers a 2-0 lead with 
his first career NHL playoff 
goal. Lundqvist allowed Dan¬ 
iel Alfredsson’s power-play 
goal in the second but stood 
tall the rest of the way to send 
the Rangers into a second- 
round matchup with the 
seventh-seeded Washington 
Gapitals. 

The Rangers hadn’t hosted 
a Game 7 since their Stanley 
Cup victory over Vancouver in 
1994, but they stayed perfect 


at home in deciding games 

— winning their fourth. New 
York is 4-5 overall in Game 7, 
and the Senators dropped to 
0-5. 

“We knew they were going 
to come out strong,” said Sen¬ 
ators goalie Graig Anderson, 
who made 27 saves. “I just 
wanted to make sure that I 
gave my team an opportun¬ 
ity to win the hockey game 

— make the next save for the 
guys. 

“They had their fans. They 
had lots of energy.” 

Lundqvist withstood tons 
of pressure from the Sen¬ 
ators, who spent most of the 
closing five minutes in the 
Rangers’ end. The win wasn’t 
secure until Sergei Gonchar 
tripped Garl Hagelin as he 
skated toward the empty net 
with 36.2 seconds remaining.

The Phoenix Coyotes roused 
a dormant fan base with 
an energetic season-ending 
burst that carried into the 
playoffs. 

Lunch-pail likable and 
brilliantly resilient, they 
have made hockey cool in 
the desert again and given 
the playoffs a distinctive 
new vibe by reaching the 
second round for the first 
time in a quarter century. 

And they’re not alone. 

After years of the same 
handful of teams competing 
for the cup, Lord Stanley’s 
mug has some new pursu¬ 
ers.
